. “ Grecius says the Negro held in his 
hand something that glistened in the 
lamp light—a bottle, a can, or a brass 
container. The Negro hurried to the 
side of the wooden structure at 4535 
Wood street, poured out something 
from the object in his‘hand, and struck | 
a Nght. He then leaped in the car and 
was driven away. A few seconds later, 
according to Grecius, the structure 
south of him was in flames.”

The first building to break into flame 
was at 4516 South Honore street, the 
home of George Martonkecz. Peter 
O’Brien, a switchman on the Chicago 
Junction railroad, saw it break sud- 
jenly into flame. O’Brien said it 
seemed as if oil or gasoline had been 
‘'ased to make the building burn so 
readily. This was at 3:33 a. m. 

Half a dozen buildings in the same 
block were afire within half an hour, 
O’Brien said, and frenzied inhabitants 
filled the streets, screaming as they 
sought members of their families, 
friends, and finally their valuables. 
O’Brien could not leave his post at 
the switch tower, but he telephoned 
the police station and the fire depart- 
ment at the first flare... 

He saw the second fire center start 
in the 4500 block on Lincoln street and 
the third in the 4300 block on Wood 
street. 

‘Electric lights went out when the 
power cables at Forty-fifth and Wood 
streets, supplying the districts, burned 
through. Telephone communicr‘ion 
was found to be cut—not burned out— 
at half a dozen of the homes of wae 
persons that were burned. 


Cali Out Militis. 
Militiamen were called from the 
Seventh Regiment armory.

/the facts by the newspapers were set 
at rest yesterday by Health Commis. 


sioner Robertson. Ever since the riots 
started stories have been circulated of 
twenty men killed here and fifty some- 
where else, until, in loose talk and 
back stairs exaggeration, Chicago be- 
came a shambles. 

Some stories of atrocities alleged to 
have been committed by Negroes as 
repeated by women residents of the 
south side surpassed in harrowing de- 
tail those of the Belgian Congo. One 
of these rumors to the effect that seven 
men had been killed the previous night 
in the Swift plant reached Dr. Rob- 
ertson. 

“I want to put a stop once for all 
to these wil@ yarns that are being 
earried from mouth te mouth in vari- 
ous neighborhoods,” said Dr. Robert- 
son. “ The health department has kept 
an exact check on all deaths resulting 
from the riots. Our lists have been 
checked every day with the coroner’s 
office and the morgue. These lists have 
been given the newspapers and cor- 
rectly published. The city authorities 
are hiding nothing, the newspapers are 
not suppressing anything. Let us 
have a rest from these vivid imagina- 
tions.”

Mrs. Emma Jackson, oz South

who was shot from ambush July 29. 
She was identified by Edward H. Klose, 
825 Belden avenue, and John Schuler, 
1534 North Lavergne avenue, both 
white, who said they saw Mrs. Jack- 
son shoot at a group of whites, of 
which they were members. 

With Mrs. Jackson at the window

John Webb, colored. He refused. to 
talk. In the same room were Kate 
Elder and Edward Robinson, both col-

SEEN IN SHOOTING 


U.S. SEEKS HAND 
OF BOLSHEVIKI 
IN RACE RIOTS 


The first witness was called to the 
federal building yesterday in the gov- 
ernment’s investigation of the Chicago 
race riots. 

That the United States has reason to 
believe bolshevik missionaries stirred 
the colored people to rebellion and vio- 
lence was evidenced in the questions’ 
asked of the witness, Mrs. Ida Wells 
Barnett, president of the Negro Fel- 
lowship league, which was organized 
as an outgrowth of the Springfield 
riots. 

Mrs. Barnett denied knowledge of 
radical propaganda, but ascribed the 
riots to race feeling. _ 

“The Negroes,” she said, “are sore 
over the treatment they have received 
from the white people after the colored 
race demonstrated its loyalty in the 
war. They have been angered by the 
studied determination of the whites to 
make the Negro feel inferior. Every- 
thing the Negro did in these riots was 
in-self-defense, except among the un- 
thinking, who sought retaliation.”

ASSENS, just across the river from 
Bordeaux, was one of our largest ports 
in France.

In a few minutes Hodges and Pugh came 
back up the road running and went in the 
direction of the camp. That's all I knows 
about it, major, and if Hodges ever finds out 
I ever told you about it, he will sure kill me!” 
Even while in the security of my office 


the evil influence of those two sergeants 


. reached him, and this poor, ignorant Negro . 


was in fear of his life. This man would 


make our first witness if we could just keep 


his courage up; so I had him sent away and 
confined in the prison at Tours, to await 
further action. 

A few days later they brought in another 
man who they claimed was also guilty. 
This man was given the same course of 
treatment as the first; and he told us that 
he haé@ seen Hodges with a French revolver. 
On the night of the murder he was on guard 


‘and had seen Pugh go to Hodges’ room and 


bring out a suit of clothes for Hodges. He 
looked through the window, and, watching 
Hodges change suits, saw him throw some- 
thing into a-field-in the rear of the camp. 
Hodges and Pugh were called over to the 
office for an interview while I had the field 
searched. We found the missing gun with 


four chambers empty and the trigger guard 


all bent and covered with clotted blood and 
hair. The bullet which the doctor had ex- 
tracted from Hand’s body fitted into this 


gun and had a peculiar mark on it, made by. 


the rifling of the barrel. We secured a piece 
of beef, into which we fired the remaining 
bullet. Examination of the bullet showed 
that it had the same scoring as the bullet 


that killed Hand.

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HOW TV SAVE YO 


UR OWN GARDEN SEED 


By Frank Ridgway. 

ME gardeners are beginning to 
realize the importance of sav- 
ing their own seed, and it is 
urged that this practice be con- 
tinued. A great many growers now 
save their own seed, and they have 
found that wherever it is possible it 
pays. Many of them '=§ experienced 
heavy losses this summer where poor 
seed were used. 

‘The gardén seed situation has been 
somewhat distressing during the last 
few years, due to several different fac- 
tors. In tha@ first place the reserve 
seed supply usually carried over by 
seed houses was low last year. It wae 


| probably never lower in the history of 


the business. There has been a heavy 
demand ,of the American seed dealers 


homie@’and abread. Much ageed has 


been exported to the strickeg coun- 
tries of Europe a8 this will probably 
continue for several years. Seed is 
being uged for feed, and hundreds of 
gardens have sprung up to aid the 
general food shortage, In the main 
vegetable seed section of the United 
States along the Pacific coast weather 


used by the growers, and it could not 


posted in the selection of 
to get an inferior variety 
results in failure when grown 
n the garden. And it often happens 
that a particular variety will do well 
in one section of the countty and fail 
when an attempt is made to grow it 
under different climatic coftdition. For 


from plants that grow well and produce 
high yields in the locality where they 
are grown. 

By exercising the strictest economy 
in the use of garden seed and by sav- 
ing it from the home garden growers 
can aid the serious shortage that tends 
to cripple food production. 

Selecting Plants for Seocd. 

Saving seed is rather an old time 
practice and those who have had gar- 
dens in the past @: perience little 
difficulty. Gardeners who are familiar 
with the more common varieties and 
types of vegetables will find it prac- 
tical In most cases set aside a few 
plants for seed. It Bhould be remem- 
bered in selecting stich plants that the 
seeds of anual garden vegetables 
ripen in one season. With the bien- 
nials two seasons are required. 


In some cases seed is gathered from 
plants that ripen in the garden merely 
by chance, and no discrimination ‘is 
made. Such practice year after year 
would result in an inferior grade of 
seed, and an attempt to’ gruw good 
vegetables from suck seed would be 
useless. 


The fundamental principle in this 
work is to use every precaution in se- 
lecting the best plants for seed.- Jn do- 
ing this attention must be directed 
toward the whole plant and not only 
toa part of it. Every quality must be 
considered. Save the individual plants 


that mature early enough to avoid 
frost, free from disease, with ideal 
form, type, or quality of the product. 
This practice should be applied in the 
selection of any plant for seed.

Grower Often Deceived. 


grower is often deceived. For exam- 
ple, in saving tomatoes it is a mistake 
in selecting for earliness to save seed 
from a plant which bore one early 
fruit while the others were rather late 
in maturing. * The best practice, of 
course, is to save the seed from a plant 
having the largest amount of fruit 
maturing early enough for the locality 
where grown, and one with a fairly uni- 
form size of product. 


The process of selecting, cultivating, 
drying, and storing is simple and does 
not require the Knowledge of an ex- 
pert to successfully save seed from the 
home garden. The simple directions in 
saving garden seed from the more com-

MACARONI IN THE FRYING PAN. 
ACARONI as a picnic or camping 

dish has greater possibilities 

and satisfactions than those 

who have not tried it would 
gutss. It is a relief from bacon, and 
‘does not like bacon need. supple- 
ments or separate dishes. We can 
cook it in the frying pan, sauce it there 
(simply butter it, perhaps) and then 
barely melt cheese over it and serve it 


from the same utensil. The sauce or 


the grated cheese may be prepared at 
home. As for that, go can the maca- 
roni be boiled at home and simply 
heated up in the camp frying pan. 

* How can you boil macaroni in a 
frying pan? You can, and without the 
less there is when it is boiled in a 
let of water-and drained.

“Grain” will never again, I believe 
sincerely, appear in recipes for cooking 
macaroni which I write. It is a word, 
however, that you will find on most of 
the.recipes on the packages and in 
most cook books. 
Put into the frying pan whatever 
measure within reason of macaroni 
yotl choose and add just as much cold 
water as you had.macaroni, with a 
level téaspoon of salt per cup, bring 
quickly to the boiling point, then cover 
clogely and turn the fire as low as 
possible if you are cooking it at home, 
d@ lift the pan high above the strong 
out of doors fire, until the loose flour 
on the macaroni gets cooked, then keep 
it In’ some way so that it will just sim-

Flour and water to- 
r arematurally sticky, and when 
acts on that stickiness 
‘eo mixture catches on to any contain- 
“whether it is in.a little water or 
M@raroni sticks the more 
sadly because Of the large amount of 
giutén or protein.in it.. Pro in 
any form is hardened by an excess of 
heat, and will cook at considerably be- 
low the. boiling point of water. 
- There is a natural check if you will 
but mote it on the amount of fire you 
can have under a covered frying pan 
containing two cups of macaroni and 
two cups of water, for the yeason that 
when the wate? boils it will throw the 
cover off and itself out of the frying

} pan if you do not lessen the heat under 


the pan as fast as you can. None of 
the water must be lost. The cooking 


* time in any ordinary frying pan must 


be about one-half hour, because this 
pan cannot be.as closely covered as a 


pan without lips. 


Rafy or partly raw flour in boiling 
water has explosive power. The loose 
grains of flour on the outside of mac- 
aroni absorb hot water quickly, or are 
broken down by it, swelling and burst- 
ing with some violence. The same 
thing happens as ‘when a kernel of 
popcorn—a great collection of starch 
grains and some moisture—is heated. 
You will note the same thing when 
rice commences to boil. If you aligw 
rice to boil violently it will throw up 
the water, partly saturated with starch, 
an inch or two, and even out of a ket- 
tle. After these starch grains are 
cooked or broken down, you can have 
a good deal more fire under the cook- 
ing stuff and there will be no such 
phenomenon, but you should not in- 
crease the fire more than a bit, if any. 

Emphasis is given to this point 
cause so few women learn to regulate

frying pan; 


cooking fire to fit the constitution of 
the food and the cooking time. 


If cooked.at home the macaroni may 
be buttered as soon as cooked. This 
will,keep the pieces apart, for other- 
wise when well cooked they will jelly 
a little and mat. The fire for heating 
this up must be gentle, half dead coals 
or hold the pan, covered, high above 
a fire. When it is hot the cheese may 
be sprinkled over and allowed to just. 
melt. This is the best way to do if you 
have had to cut it into fine slivers, 
having no grater. The quickest and 
most economical way to grate it is 
through an inverted frying basket. 

When American cheese is dried some- 
what and then grated it may be served 
separately with the buttered macaroni. 
The Italians have a dish of grated 
cheese on the table for. macaroni, no 
matter how it * prepared. Just a 
teaspoon is often all that is sprinkled 
over a whole plateful. This is far better 
than to add pepper and salt, because 
cheese has real food value. It is in fact, 
all food, concentrated and without 
wabte, while pepper and salt are not 
foods at all. 

And while we are talking about food 
values let us compare the food’ value 
of macaroni cooked in just its bulk of 


water, with none to drain away,. ang, 


macaroni cooked in a lot of water. 
In the Atwater tables, entitled “ The 
Chemical Composition of American 
Food Materials,” the avergege number 
of calories in uncooked macaroni is 
given at 1,665, while according to this 
table cooked macaroni contains only 
415 calories per pound.

Little houses need not be cheap 
houses. Indeed, one of the greatest 
mistakes is to attempt tesiporary

“ Rebecca's Promise,” by Frances R. Sterrett [Appleton], is one of the 
lighter than air craft that ply through the literary firmament and make specks 
on the glorious globe of the sun. It may bé a pleasure craft, but it would take 
an imaginative child to see any use in it, and it isn’t meant for children. 
Rebecca—in one of those sweety-sweety stories—makes a promise to say “ Yes, 
thank you,” instead of “ No, I can't,” and thereby hangs the tale of her acqui- 
sition of sugar and spice and everything nice. With Rebecea as an example 
I promise to say “ No, I can’t” every time anybody asks me if I can say that 


“ Rebecca's Promise” is worth reading. 


The most popular book of fiction in the library for July was “ The Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse” and the:most popular nonfiction “The Educa- 
tion of Henry Adams.” Not such an illiterate little village we have, after all, 
despite the wailings and g-nashings of teeth of those whe think we're all 
stockyards!

Dr, 
Means knows tho southern Negro, and he has only selected, not invented, I 
am sure, the amusing incidents which make up these ten short stories. The 
kind of Negro he writes about wilh soon be gone. But, like heaven, which lies 
about us in our infancy, a veritable Elysian fields of material must le about 
him.

Illinois railroad from Dearborn street 
station to Chicago Heights, Crete elec- 
tric line to South Chicago Heights and 
walk one-palf mile west along Sauk 
trail road preserve. 

By auto— Michigan boulevard south 
to Garfield boulevard, west to Western 
avenue, south on Western avenue and 
Dixie highway to South Chicago 
Heights, west along Sauk trail road, 
one-half mile to preserve. 

The foliowing key to the accom- 
panying map will open up the sights 
of the three tracts to you: 

A—Lincoln highway, as so designat- 
ed by one faction in the controversy 
created by the laying out of this na- 
tional highway through this Chicago 
Heights section of the county. The 
stretch of Lincoln highway along here 
was originally the Sauk trail r and 
was followed by the Indians in their 
mdvements from the Alleghenies to the 
Mississippi and by the forty-niners in 
their hooded wagons. On it also were 
farm houses that were stations on the 
underground railroad of ante-bellum 
times. 

B—Dixie highway, or Chicago road. 

C—Thorn creek, a beautiful little 
Stream, or would be if the chemical 
works at Chicago Heights did not de 
file it, thus blemishing the woodland 
and driving’ away the frogs and the 
aquatic birds that prey on them. Every- 
body says something ought to be done 
about it, and that is as far as the 
movement gets. . 

D—Forth creek, also called Mud 
creek. 

E—Lincoln fountain, erected tn 1916 
by the Arché club of Chicago to mark 
the intersection in Chicago Heights of 
Dixie highway and one of the sections 
of Lincoln highway which, as to name, 
appears to be still in controversy, 
and is still given on most county 
maps as Fourteenth street. The 
fountain bears a bronze ‘as relief of 
Lincoln and Lincoln’s words, “ We find 
ourselves in the peaceful possession of 
the fairest portion of the earth.” The 
fountain overlooks a fine forty acre 
piece of woods soon to be incorporated 


into the forest preserve} Pretty fine 
for Chicago Heights—a forest in the 


in America? Here is a ruin of his- 
toric significance. Burned down by 
accident two months ago,: after the 
whole McCoy farm had been incorpo- 
rated with the forest preserve. The 
house had stood for 85 years. Here lived 
for fifty years Mrs. John McCoy, (1790- 
1884), known to the Indians as “the 
g00d white woman.” The house was a 
station on the underground railroad. 
The good white woman's son, Ira Mce- 
Coy, still living, remembers when as 
many as seven escaped slaves were 
hidden at one time in the cellar of the 
house. From vhis point the old aban- 
doned mail coach road from Crete, 
once an important piace, but now doz- 
ing peacefully, runs northwest. 

G—P icnic grove. Buried in the 
wildwood, but equipped with shelter 
sheds, dancing platform, toilets, a fire 
pit for steaks, and a well. 

H—Beautiful stretch of woods where 
Indians used to camp over night. Heav- 
ily wooded ravine, fifty, feet deep, 
near by. 

I,-Some notable buckeyes are said 
to be im here. You find them—I 
couldn't. 


J—Now you work way four 
and one-half miles northeast to the 
Glenwood tract of the preserve. The 


Glenwood Training School for Beys 
overlooks this tract. Near the school 
and on preserve territory is a fine 
picnie grove. 

Now walk one and three-quarters 
miles northeast to reach— 


K—Some exquisite specimens of the . 
pin oak, known throughout this region.

On the third Gen. Sir James WIt- 
cocks, commanding the Indian contin- 
gent, arrived and reported himself. Of 
the Indian troops one cavalry regiment 
(15th lancers), one brigade of artillery 
and two brigades of infantry had 
reached Orleans, which was the Indian 
advance base. I fully discussed the 
situation with him. 


Work of Indian Troops. 

UCH has been said and written 
about the work of the Indian 
troops in France, and various 
opinions have been expressed. 
For my part I can only say that, from 
first to last, so long as they were under 
my command, they maintained and 
probably surpassed even the magnifi- 
cent traditions of the Indian army. In 
a country and climate to which they 
were totally unaccustomed the exigen- 
cies of the moment required that they 
should be thrown into action success- 
ively by smaller or greater units be- 
fore they could be properly concen- 
trated. 
I shall always gratefully remember 
the invaluable assistance they and 
their commander, Sir James Willcocks, 
rendered under these difficult condi- 
tions in the most critical hours of the 
first battle of Ypres, especially the La- 
hore division, commanded by Gen. Wat- 
kins. 

Just after the appearance of the 
Indian troops in our trenches we in- 
tercepted a German wireless message, 
sent to the enemy commanders on the 


Indians’ front, directing them to take 


prisoner as many unwounded Indians 
as possible, to treat them with all pos- 
sible courtesy and consideration, and 
send them in to headquarters. It was 
a cunning attempt to undermine the 
loyalty of the Indian contingents, but 
it never met with the slightest success. 

I received news on this day that the 
21st French corps had commenced to 
detrain three miles west of Lille. This 
corps formed the left of the French 
army under De Maud’huy, which was 


concentrating to the north of De Cas- 
«@ded successfully at the latest in the 


telnau, in order to carry on the great 
attempted outflanking movement. 

The armies under De Castelnau and 
De Maud’huy, with some cavalry divi- 
sions, formed a “group” under the 
supreme command of Gen. Foch, who 
was directed also to exercise general 
control over all the French armies 
operating tn the northern theater. 

No personal record of my share in 
the war would be satisfactory to me 
did it not include special mention. of 
this remarkable man and eminent 
soldier. Like his great friend, Henry 
Wilson, in England, he was at .one 
time head of the staff college in, France, 
Shortly before the war he paid several 
visits to England. It was on the occa- 
sion of one of these that I first made 
his acquaintance. All the world knows

Personally I owe a great deal to his 
invaluable help and cordial codpera- 
tion. In the darkest hours of our work 
together—and there were many such— 
I never knew him anything but what 
I have described—bold, hopeful, and 
cheery; but ever vigilant, Wary, and 
full of resource. 

Several local attacks were delivered 
against the 1st corps, which were re- 
pulsed with loss, and I saw little reason 
to fear that the temporary weakening 
of our line would have any ill effects. 

The ist cavalry division was now 
also en route for the northern theater. 

On the 5th reports had reached me 
from Bridges in Antwerp. He was cer- 
tainly pessimistic as to the possibility 
of the fortress holding out until we 
could relieve it. He told me that the 
Germans had sixteen inch howitzers 
in position against the forts. 

There were indications today that 
considerable German forces were col- 
lecting against Foch’s left, near Lille, 
and the flanking movement was mak- 
ing very little progress. German cav- 
alry were reported to be in Hazebrouck. 

At Fere-en-Tardenois I received a 
visit from President Poincare. He 
thanked me for all the work the British 
army had done in France, and spoke a 
great deal ut the situation at Ant- 
werp. He told me he thought the ac- 
tion of the British war office in send- 
ing troops into Antwerp was a mis 
take and expressed great surprise that 
the control and direction of all the Brit- 
ish troops in France was not left en- 
tirely in the. hands of one commander 
in chief. 

On the 8th general headquarters 
moved to Abbeville, at which place the 
2d corps had nearly completed their 
detrainment. They were concentrating 
northeast of Abbeville, and their lead- 
ing troops were on the line Oneux— 
Nouvion-en-Ponthieu. 

The 8d corps had been relieved on 


the Aisne by French troops, and their 
entrainment at Compiegne was pro- 


ceeding. 
We left Fere-en-Tardenois at half- 
past 8 on the morning of the 8th, and 


reached Gen. de Caste!nau’s headquar- 
ters at Breteuil about 1. 


He told me 
that his 4th corps was again being 
very hard pressed, and that the enemy 
was attacking violently all along hia, 
front. The general had just heard that 
two of his sons had been killed in ac- 
tion, and was naturally in a very sad 
and depressed frame of mind. . 

I then went on to Gen. Foch’s head- 
quarters at Doullens, which I reached 
about 4 in the afternoon. He gave me 
a great reception, with a guard of 
honor. 
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He took a optimistic view of 
the situation, ofa ena the enemy was 
making no h y anywhere, and 


that he was gradually getting around 


the German flank on the north. It} 


gave me a great hope for the future to 
find him se confident of success. 


I explained my plans to him briefly 
as follows: 


The 2d corps, having completed its 
déetrainment north of Abbeville, was to 
march to the line Aire-Bethune. The 
corps should arrive there on the llth; 
the 8d corps was to detrain at St. Omer 
about the 12th; the cavalry was to 
move in advance of the 2d corps, to 
sweep around by the front and north- 
ern flank to clear the ground. 

I returned to Abbeville that evening. 

I found that an officer had arrived 

from Ostend by motor with a letter 

from Rawlinson, in which he explained 

the situation in the north, the details 
know 


British move to the north was 
now in full swing. Abbeville is 
an important railway junction, 
and as I looked down from some 

high ground commanding a view of 
all the lines of railway it was as 
though every set of metals had its 
procession of trains as far as the eye 
could reach. That a flank movement 
of sorme magnitude was proceeding 
must have been apparent to any ob- 
server. Some enemy aircraft flew over 
the ground on which I stood, and I felt 
sure that the Germans must have had 
warning of our approach to the north.

I directed him to 
make Aire by the 10th with the 2d 
cavalry division, the lst to follow in 
support. 

I told him that his role in the imme 
diate future would be to clear the 
country to the north and northeast, 
reconnoitering woods, etc., and secur- 
ing passages over waterways. I 
warned him that he must be prepared 


to turn around and support the 2d: 


corps if it became necessary, but 
added that I hoped not to have to call 
upon him for this. 

An air officer (not, however, Sykes) 
whom I had sent toward Antwerp re- 
turned and reported the fall of the for- 
tress. He told me of the great difficul- 
ty which had been experienced in 


‘withdrawing the naval brigade. 


On this afternoon (Oct. 9) I had a 
message from Rawlinson. He told me 
that 8,000 French were holding Ghent. 
He was sending two brigades under 
Capper to the place in order to cover 
the retreat of thé Beigians to Bruges, 
and, with the same object, he was di- 
reecting a brigade of Byne’s cavalry on 
the Lys toward Courtrai. 

A wire having arrived from Kitch- 
ener putting Rawlinson under my 


command, I sent the latter ~— 


tions. 

He was told to hold the line of the 
Lys if he could, but not to risk a big 
fight. If he could hold on to these po- 
sitions, I promised to connect up with 


‘him by the 13th or 14th. If, however, | 


he were forced to retire, he was di-

rected to do so in the direction of St. | 


Omer, where the 3d corps was now 
detraining. 

On the afternoon of the 9th the 2d 
corps were approaching the line Be- 
thune-Aire, the infantry traveling in 
motor lorries lent by Gen. Foch.

Equally of course he finds plenty of | 
people in America very ready to co 
operate with him. 
It is not an agreeable incident or 
ane conducing to brotherly love that 
the greatest city in the new world 
should hasten to offer its highest honor. 
to the chief representative of a party 
whose declared policy is to break up 
the United Kingdom. It would not 
have conduced to nice feeling if Lon- 
day had offered its freedom to Jeffer- 
son Davis. 


That is too tragic a parallel, because | 


America was engaged in a life and 
death struggle, whereas we are not. 
‘At the same time, it would be foolish 
to treat such an incident as negligible. 
It is not negligible; it is in the highest 
degree symptomatic.

Transportation Most Vital Factor in 
_ ‘Speeding Up’ U. S. Farm Production 


BY A. KROH.

that the farmer’s haulage or 

transportation problems are more 
momentous right now than the produc- 
tion of crops. The national motor 
truck development tour is designed as 
& practical means of proving motor 
truck efficiency to the American 
farmer. 


Each manufacturer concerned in the 
run is driving the truck he is building 
to the farmer’s door and will demon- 
strate its ability to perform over every 
type of road and under every. condi- 
tion in soft fields such as the farmer 
has to contend with. In other words, 
these builders are not merely procilaim- 
ing the value of their commodity but 
are proving its sturdiness and worth 
by actual demonstration. 

The need of the power wagon on the 
farm is evidenced by the number al- 
ready owned and operated by Amer- 
ican farmers. The potential market 
for motor trucks in the farm field has 
not until recently been given appre- 
ciable attention by the big truck build 
ers and distributors. They have put 
forth practically no effort to supply 
this field, but the farmer’s need of mo- 
torized help in the absence of man 
power has forced him to buy. 


_ Frew farmers will argue against the 
value of the power wagon in their buail- 
ness. What they need is intelligent 
instruction as to size, power, body and 
tire equipment, and cost of operation. 

The evolution in the methods of pro- 
duction on farms from the hand plant- 
er, cultivator, the scythe and sickle to 
the more modern machinery, such as 
self-binders, etc., drawn by horses and 
later by tractors was a perfectly nat- 
ural trend of progress. Just as nat- 
ural ig the evolution from the pack on 
the back, the camel, the ox cart, and 
the horse frawn vehicle to the power 
wagon to solve the farmer’s haulage 
problema. 

From 1850 to 1900, when the old 
hand methods of farming were in 
vogue, farm values in ca in- 
creased from $4,000,000,000 to $20,000,- 
000,000. From 1900 to the present day, 
when the more modern methods have 
been in vogue, farm values have in- 
creased from ‘$20,000,000,000 to $75,- 
000,000,000. This is due to the ability 
of the farmer to cultivate a wider 
acreage more intensively and market 
his commodity more advantageously 
and, also, of course, in part to the 
matter of supply and demand
